War Department Gets 
Reserve Resolutions 


YESOLUTIONS adopted by the Na- 
tional Convention of the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Association of the United States 
were presented to the War Department 
by Col. Orvel Johnson, O. R. C., National 
Secretary of the Association, yesterday, 
November 11. 

That several of the resolutions will re- 
quire administrative action by the War 
Department in order to become effective 
is indicated in the nature of the lan- 
guage in which they are drawn and it is 
expected that a general study of these 
will be made by the War Department 
General Staff with a view to submitting 
their recommendations to the Chief of 
Staff and Col. D. L. Stone, Executive for 
Reserve Affairs, for recessary action. 

Assignment Dealt With. 


The resolutions, in the order of their 
presentation to the Convention, are as 
follows: 

Dealing with the subject of the War 
Department’s policy to reduce the number 
of Regular Army Officers on duty with the 
Organized Reserves the Convention adopted 
the following: That it is she sense of this 
Convention that where only one officer of 
any combat or supply branch is on duty 
with a division or higher unit, he should 
not be relieved unless replaced within a 
reasonable time by another officer of that 
particular branch of the service, and that 
when Regular Army Officers are relieved 
from duty with the Organized Reserves, 
they should be promptly replaced by ener- 
getic, capable officers whose rating is at 
least “average” or preferably “above aver- 
age” and who are, moreover, particularly 
fitted and adapted for civilian contact work. 

On other subjects of policy the Con- 
vention adopted the following resolu- 
tions: 

Ask for Report. 

That the Secretary of War is hereby re- 
quested to release for publication to the 
membership of this Association the report 
and recommendations of the Special Com- 
mittee of Reserve Officers assembled at the 
War Department April 14, 1927, for the 
purpose of making a study of the revised 
policies of January 10, 1927, governing the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

That it is the sense of this 
tion that the necessary legislation 
be passed by the Congress of the 
States to create and maintain an office 
within t'.c War Department for the purpose 
of evenéinehion all matters within the De- 
partment relating to the Organized Re 
serves, and that the President of this As- 
sociation shall appoint a committee to pre- 
pare and present to the Congress of the 
United States drafts of the legislative bills 
necessary to accomplish this purpose with 
the request that the same be enacted. 
That it is the sense of this conven- 
tion that whenever a Reserve Officer in 
grades lower than Colonel becomes eligible 
a promotion and is prevented from re-

Budget to Act Soon 


On Promotion Report 


ACTION by the Bureau of the Budget 

upon the report of the Generals’ Pro- 
motion Study Board to determine 
whether or not any of its provisions are 
“in conflict with the financial program of 
the President” is expected to be taken 
early this coming week. 

Considered All Reports. 

Careful consideration was given by the 
Board to the numerous recommendations, 
conclusions and suggestions contained in 
the reports of the boards from the va- 
rious branches, posts and stations of the 
Army, practically all of which urged 
adoption of measures which will require 
expenditures of money in varying 
amounts and which, therefore, must be 
subjected to Budgetary approval before 
the report of the Generals’ Board may be 
submitted to the Congress. 

In view of the fact that many of the 
reports which the Generals’ Board 
studied contained urgent recommenda- 
tions that the pay of junior officers, espe- 
cially second lieutenants, be increased, 
this feature is understood to have been 
incorporated in the report of .the Gen- 
erals’ Board, and will, among others, be 
passed upon by the Budget before the 
War Department can give final approval. 

No Comment Planned. 

When the report is returned to the 
War Department by the Budget, such 
modifications as may be suggested will 
be effected by the Board and the final 
report is expected to be submitted to the 
Congress without comment or recom- 
mendation. This will be done, it is ex- 
plained, because the Department feels 
that the Board’s report will speak for it- 
self and that Congress, having author- 
ized the study originally, will decide how 
the problem shall be solved after giving 
the report its due consideration.

Pershing Reviews War 
In Armistice Speech 





N an Armistice Day address before 

the American Legion at Cleveland, 
Ohio, yesterday, General John J. Persh- 
ing reviewed the significant events of 
the World War. He gave a revealing 
and clear exposition of what transpired 
during that period and the effect of 
events on the peoples involved. He said: 

Opposition Changed Plans. 

“In order that we may more clearly 
appreciate the significance of the an- 
niversary of Armistice Day, it is well 
to have in mind at least a brief outline 
of the more important events: of the 
war, and comprehend the reactions of 
the peoples immediately involved. In 
those four war-torn years, crises, with 
occasional rays of hope on the part of 
the Allies, followed each other in rapid 
succession, and each crisis was more 
threatening than the one before. 

“The mighty armies from beyond 
the Rhine appeared so suddenly and 
moved forward so rapidly that the Allies 
shuddered to contemplate the possible 
results. But operations in war, how- 
ever well conceived, do not always de- 
velop as planned. The valiant defense 
by Belgium and the only available British 
troops, consisting of six civisions, helped 
to no inconsiderable extent to delay the 
invaders. Meanwhile the march of Rus- 
sian Armies into East Prussia compelled 
the withdrawal of a number of German 
Corps from the west to strengthen that 
front. Thus the opportunity came to 
the French commander to carry out his 
plan, which led to the victory of the 
Marne. Further severe fighting occurred 
near the coast, but the western armies 
soon settled down in entrenched posi- 
tions facing each other from Ostend to 
Belfort. 

East Prussia Reeaptured. 

“The Russians were seriously beaten 
at Tannenburg and the Masurian Lakes, 
and East Prussia was recaptured. To 
the south the Russians held Poland and 
Galicia, and their Serbian ally won

_ Army Wife Makes Suggestions on Housing 





HE Army and Navy Journal received 

the following letter in response to 
the appeal by Major Gen. B. F. Cheat- 
ham, U. S. A., The Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, for ideas on the Army housing 
problem from those most vitally affected, 
the Service women. 

Mrs. G. W. Sliney, wife of Major G. 
W. Sliney, U. S. A., writes as follows 
from Fort Leavenworth: 

“I am writing regarding your recent 
query as to the wives’ opinions about 


housing plans for the officers and 
families. 

Dependent on Posts. 
“The housing of officers depends 


largely upon the post. For instance, we 
will first consider the Service schools. 
For nine months the student officer and 
his family must live as comfortably and 
economically as possible. Comfort first, 
because the officer is undergoing a try- 
ing period in his career. Economically, 
so that the price of living shall not be 
his chief worry. The school itself sup- 
plies enough of that. 

“Comfort, then, consists of what? 
Consider first the apartment. Enough 
space for privacy. Economically it is the 
solution. A living room. A study for the 
student officer. He must have privacy

with gas or electric stove. No family 
can live comfortably with less space. 
Domestic Problem. 

“Then consider the domestic problem. 
If there is a mess that has been solved. 
When there are children, as there gen- 
erally are, the officer will be able to af- 
ford a nurse, part time, anyway, there- 
by relieving the wife of too much tiring 
and endless work, making a happier 
home for the tired student and a better 
arrangement as to time for recreation, 
which is an essential in the student’s 
routine. 

“The question, ‘Will this please the 
officer?’ is unnecessary. A clean, com- 
fortable and well arranged apartment in 
a building with a general mess at the 
price we have in the Army would be con- 
sidered a luxury by civilians of much

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Britten Bill Revised; 
Ready for Congress 


T A CONFERENCE on Nov. 14 Navy 
Department representatives and 
Congressman Fred A. Britten will go 
over the revised “Britten Bill,” which 
failed of passage at the last session, and 
reach a final agreement on the proposed 
changes. 

In its final form the personnel measure 
that will be reintroduced, with the en- 
dorsement of the Department, will be in 
substance the same measure introduced 
last year. While a number of changes 
have been made, the general tenor re- 
mains unchanged, and it is:believed that 
the modifications in several of its provi- 
sions will serve to make the law function 
more smoothly, be 1u0re equitable in its 
effect and will provide for a more uni- 
form elimination than did the original 
measure. 

Big Saving Shown. 

A comprehensive study of the cost has 
been made in the Navy Department with 
the result that it is estimated a saving 
of nine million dollars would be effected 
during the next 15 years. 

Many of the proposed changes are of 
a very minor nature. The outstanding 
modification suggested has to do with 
the provision for monetary consideration 
to be given officers who are eliminated 
from the Service as a result of the bill 
becoming a law. Instead of the two and 
three years’ pay, as originally provided, 
it is proposed to model after the Wads- 
worth Bill, and give a lump sum predi- 
cated on the individual’s length of serv- 
ice. The figure would average about $80 
for each month of service, but would 
range from about $55 to $95. It is be- 
lieved in the Department that this is a 
fairer and more equitable arrangement 
and more satisfactory to the officer per- 
sonnel, at the same time entailing no 
more expense to the Government. 

Will Prevent “Humps.” 

Another important change is in the 
method of computing the number of offi- 
cers to be eliminated annually. Under 
the proposed plan it is held that “humps” 
will be avoided and a steady flow from 
year to year insured instead of having 
wholesale separations at certain times 
with a resultant handicap to morale and 
efficiency. 
Budget Returns Army Estimates 

War Department estimates for the 
year 1929 which have been undergoing 
review by the Bureau of the Budget 
are expected to be returned to the 
War Department, together with the re- 
vised Limiting Figure, Nov. 12, when 
they will receive their final “grooming.” 

Indications are that many items in- 
cluded in the original draft of the esti- 
mates will receive considerable revision 
and modification in order to comply with 
the suggestions of the Budget, and the 
final figures in regard to many matters 
must necessarily remain in doubt for 
some time more at least. 

Among various “extra items” which 
must be considered befcre final action is 
taken are the suggestions contained in 
the reports of various branches and com- 
mittees which involve additional expendi- 
ture of the Government’s funds. These 
items include possible replacements of 
Quartermaster supplies expended in the 
relief of Mississippi flood sufferers, esti- 
mates for which have not yet been en- 
tirely completed; possible financial re- 
quirements for an increase in Air Corps 
personnel, and the consideration of the 
report of the West Point Housing Com- 
mittee, whose report, with the Seeretary 
of War’s recommendations, is understood 
to have been forwarded to the Budget, 
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ANNOUNCEMENT that President Coolidge has virtually abandoned the idea of 

placing administration of the Philippines in the hands of an insular bureau and has 
about come to the conclusion that War Department administration is satisfactory 
has caused much editorial comment in the country’s press. For weeks, editors have 
discussed the question pro and con, the majority apparently adhering to the opinion 
that the “tried and proven” government of the islands under the War Department is 
preferable to “experimentation” of control through Bureaus or Departments which 
would be likely to be swayed by political considerations. 


'NHE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Republican), in an editorial headed “Sound 

Philippine Policy,” says: “President Coolidge is reported to see no reason why 
control of the Philippines should be taken away from the War Department. * * * 
There is, in fact, no valid reason for this transfer. The record of the War Depart- 
ment in the Philippines has been unblemished over a period of 25 years. In spite of 
all the political difficulties which have been encountered, none of them can be charged 
to the fact of War Department control. And there has not been the slightest breath 
of scandal. 

“The argument that the archipelago should be put in the hands of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior or a specially constituted bureau because the time has come to 
bring ‘military rule’ to an end is fallacious. To call the War Department’s adminis- 
tration ‘military rule’ is ridiculous and intentionally misleading. * * * The 
Philippines at all costs should be kept from being made a football of domestic poli- 
tics. A policy of no change is at present the best insurance against this possibility.” 


'MHE Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican), on the other hand, does not favor what 

it calls “military rule,” but, concerning the selection of a Governor General says: 
“It will not matter whether the new Governor General of the Philippines is a mili- 
tary man or a civilian so long as he possesses the tact, knowledge and ability neces- 
sary for a post which is a world cynosure and a matter of vital import to the present 
existence and future progress of some 11,000,000 human beings.” 

The Rochester Times-Union (Independent) remarks, “The President is pledged 
and committed, of course, against the independence of the islands. He cannot be 
expected to reverse his stand on this point,” but continues: “It is to be hoped, there- 
fore, that the President’s choice for the Governor Generalship will fall on a man who 
sympathizes with the aspirations of the Filipino people, and who will, while not re- 
ducing hiniself to the role of a rubber stamp, give the widest measure of freedom 
to them.” 





HE New Ovleans Times-Picayune (Demoeratic) reviews General Wood's last an- 
nual report and says: 

“This last word from the late Governor General doubtless will strengthen Ameri- 
ean opposition to the Filipino politician’s cry for immediate or early independence, 
Probably it needed no strengthening, for leaders of both American parties have been 
quoted within recent months as against premature surrender of American guardian- 
ship over the Philippines. Indeed, we suspect that many of the Filipinos who are 
leading the anti-American agitation would protest with equal violence against an 
independence grant so sweeping as to deprive the islands of American protection, 
financing, tariff preferences, and other aids and comforts they and their people have 
enjoyed under the existing system.” 


HE New York Times (Democratic) deals wit the question of selecting expert 
economic advisers to the Governor General. It holds that control of the islands 
by a particular Department is overshadowed by the problem and concludes: 

“There has been talk of transferring the control of the Philippines from the 
War Department to the Department of the Interior. Whether or not this is done, 
the problem of furnishing the Governor General with expert advisers is all-important. 
General Wood, with his thorough knowledge of the Philippines, extending over many 
years of personal experiem®e, was greatly handicapped by the lack of assistants. His 
successor, even though he be a man who has an intimate knowledge of Philippine 
questions, will be in even greater need of such men. An era of cooperation and con- 
struction is at hand in the islands. The immediate work is economic, not political. 


THE San Francisco Chronicle (Independent), referring to Quezon’s reported state- 

ment on acceptable candidates observes that “it is surprising to final Manuel 
Quezon nominating three Major Generals in the United States Army as acceptable 
candidates to succeed the late General Leonard Wood. * * * His change of front 
leads one to question whether the complaints against General Wood were not proof 
that in the Philippines, as elsewhere, politicians talk for effect on their constituents, 
rather than because they are burning with zeal for a cause.” 

The New York World (Democratic) feels that “changes are inevitable” in re- 
gard to Philippine control. Referring to the “deadlock” existing, it states: 

“This deadlock can be broken by the appointment of a Governor General who 
will revert at least part way toward the cooperative policy of Burton Harrison. More 
radically, it can be cured by taking a step either forward or backward—that is, by 
making the Executive at least semi-responsible to the Legislature, or by crippling 
the Legislature and strengthening the Executive. But broken it must be. ** *.”

such lists shall not render them available, 
after promotion, for assignment to units 
of the Organized Reserve outside of their 
unit areas unless they are otherwise avail- 
able for such assignment.” 

Increased Appropriations. 

lt is known that Regular Army Officers 
on Organized Reserve duty are, by lack of 
adequate travel allowances, seriously handi- 
capped in maintaining proper contact with 
their assigned units, now therefore 'e it 

Resolved, That every effort be made to 
secure increased travel allowances for such 
officers in order that the necessary interest 
and training of Reserve Officers ma- be 

cured, 

“There is throughout our country a strong 
movement toward the development of com- 
mercial aviation, and the development of 
the Air Service Reserve will serve a two- 
fold purpose. It will give the Army trained 
men in time of emergency and Commercial 
Aviation a selective list of trained men 
from which may be supplied the needs for 
commercial flying. 
Funds for Aeronautics. 

It is so evident that development of the 
Army /ir Service in time of emergency 
must come out of the ranks of the Air 
Service Reserve, that we urge the Congress 
of the United States to make a liberal ap- 
propriation for needed flying equipment, 
training of personnel and accessories so 
that each Reserve Officer may have an op- 
portunity to acquire efficiency and have at 
least ten flying hours per month, and that 
such appropriation shall be separate and 
additional and not chargeable to the ap- 
propriation for the training of Reserve 
OJicers generally. 

Want Experienced Instructors. 

That so far as possible in the selection 
of Regular Army Offtcers in charge of Or- 
ganized Reserve matters at the War De- 
partment and at the Headquarters of the 
various Corps Areas, preference be given to 
the Regular Army Officers who have had 
previous service with the Organized Re- 
serve units or such Regular Army Officers 
as have shown particular aptitude for 
service with the Organized Reserve. 

Lamp Sum Appropriations. 

That all appropriations for the training 
of Reserve Officers be allotted in one lump 
sum to be apportioned as the various Corps 
Area Commanders and Branch Chiefs may 
decide, and that Congress be asked for 
sufficicnt funds to provide active duty 
training each year for all Reserve Officers 
eligible and willing to receive such training. 

Mileage Equality. 

That the mileage of Reserve Officers or- 
dered to active duty for any purpose what- 
soever be on the same basis as that paid 
to Regular Army Officers. : 

This merely means to correct that differ- 
ence where a Reserve Officer gets four cents 
and a Regular Army Officer seven cents. 
Commutation for Regulars on Reserve Duty. 

That the pay and allowances of Regular 
Army Officers and enlisted men detailed to 
duty with the Organized Reserve should be 
the same as if they were on any other de- 
ached duty. 

, Waivers for Specialists. — ; 

That when specialists are required in 
combat branches of the services who may 
not be eligible for appointment to the ranks 
in which their services are required and for 
which their civiliam training and experience 
makes them unusually qualified, the War 
Department, Branch Chiefs.and Corps Area 
Commanders be authorized to waive the 





lowest grades. 
C. M. T. C. Requirements. 

The War Department at one time pub- 
lished C. M. T. C. regulations to the effect 
that successful completion of four years’ 
attendance created eligibility for appoint- 
ment in the O. R. C., and these regulations 
were later changed to include further re- 
quirements, which have since been added 
to, changing the original contract; now 
therefore be it resolved, that these addi- 
tional regulations be not made retroactive 
and further, that candidates who have quali: 
fied under the set of regulations which gov- 
erned their initial training be offered com- 
missions after completing these initial re- 
quirements. 

Training of Enlisted Reserve. 

Information has been conveyed to this 
Association that lack of appropriations has 
prevented the satisfactory training of non- 
commissioned personnel in the Reserve 
Forces, and the enlistment of noncommis- 
sioned personnel has not reached a satis: 
factory number. 

A trained noncommissioned personnel is 
necessary to the successful operation of 
military forces; therefore this Association 
recommends that enlistment of noncom- 
missioned officers be encouraged and that 
every practicable inducement be provided 
to increase such enlistments; that suitable 
courses of instruction and training be pro- 
vided such noncommissioned officers; that 
necessary appropriations be made for the 
furtherance of this objective, and that 
copies of this resolution be furnished the 
President of the Senate, the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, the Secre- 
tary of War and the Adjutant General of 
the Army. 

To Increase Army Supplies. 


It has come to our attention that owing 
to lack of sufficient appropriations the 
equipment and supplies necessary in an 
emergency are not being augmented as 
rapidly as desired by the War Department; 
even the stock of supplies remaining from 
the late war is being depleted because of 
an insufficiency of funds to meet the cur- 
rent needs of the Army, and as the accu- 
mulation of supplies in time of peace is 
of economic advantage and military neces- 
sity; therefore this Association urges the 
appropriation of sufficient funds to enable 
the War Department to execute its plans 
for the equipment of those units author- 
ized, and further, that copies of this reso- 
lution be furnished the President of the 
Senate, the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Secretary of War and the 
Adjutant General of the Army. 
Proportioning of Officers on Active Duty. 

That it be urged upon the War Depart- 
ment that whenever Reserve Officers are 
called to active duty in any conference 
or other capacity at Corps Area Headquar- 
ters or any other place, the officers so 
called shall be selected so as to include 
& proper proportion of those officers who 
are unit commanders. 

Resolutions of M. 0. W. W. 

Insofar as they affect the military policy 
of the United States, we endorse the resolu- 
tions presented to this convention by the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Military Order 
of the World War as passed by the Order 
at its seventh annual convention at Balti- 
more, ctober 5-7, 1927. 

They were in regard to military roads, 
municipal air ports, Defense Day, naval 
program, etc. 

To Extend Appropriation Period. 

The 8ppropriation for the training of the 
Organized Reserves is now made for a

Urges Universal Draft 
RESENTING a strong plea for the 
passage of the Universal Draft Bill, 

Assistant Secretary of War Hanford 
MacNider addressed the Chicag> Kiwanis 
Club on November 10, in celebration of 
the signing of the Armistice nine years 
ago. 

Laying great stress upon the duties 
of the war-time generation in preparing 
the United States to enforce world peace, 
Secretary MacNider said: 


“There are those who believe that Amer- 
ica, by swift and courageous action, could 
have prevented the last great conflict. 
Whether that be true or not is of little 
importance now. What is important is 
that, at this present moment, and at least 
throughout the useful life of this genera- 
tion, no nation nor any group of nations 
ean fight long without our help or acqui- 
escence. No nation, nor group of nations, 
will be able to plunge the world into war 
against America’s will, if we have vigor- 
ous leadership to exercise it. 

Where does this service man generation 
—these boys who rose out of the mud of 
the Argonne, nine years ago today—figure 
in all of this? They were the force that 
wrote into the law of the land the National 
Defense Act. When the day comes that 
they form the majority upon Capitol Hill, 
the provisions of that law will be carried 
out. It calls not for a great standing army 
—not for great mobilizations of men and 
arms—but simply for an expert nucleus, 
a framework upon which the nation’s re- 
sources, not only in manpower but in in- 
dustry, can be instantly realized. It will 


appropriation prevents the wise expendi- 
ture of all of the funds appropriated by 
Congress for this purpose.

Against Reduction of Training. 

That this Association is unalterably op- 
posed to any reducti-n of the too brief 
fifteen-day period as the irreducible min- 
imum necessary for the training of Re- 
serve Officers. 

Disabled Emergency Officers. 

The Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States heartily approves of legisla- 
tion providing retirement pay for the Dis- 
abled Emergency Officers of the World 
War, upon the same terms and with the 
same emoluments and pay as Retired Offi- 
cers of the Regular Army, and we urge 
the attention of the Congress of the United 
States to this matter. 

National Guard Committee. 

We recognize the close relation of the 
National Guard of the United States and 
that of the Reserve Officers of the Army 
of the United Stats, and the President of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States is authorized to appoint a 
committee from among the delegates pres- 
ent at this convention to attend the an- 
nual session of the National Guard As- 
sociation, held at St. Paul, to extend the 
felicitations of this Association and pledge 
our hearty support of and cooperation with 
the National Guard of the United States.

Guard Resolutions Passed 
jN addition to the subjects indicated in 

last week’s issue, regarding matters of 
importance that were a part of the Na- 
tional Guard Convention held in St. Paul, 
Minn., Oct. 26 to 28, the Convention 
acted upon a number of other matters 
of vital importance to the personnel of 
the National Guard. 

One of these subjects was represented in 
the action taken by the convention in urg- 
ing additional funds that would provide for 
more officers at the respective Army Schools 
with the definite objective of an amount 
sufficient to provide for the attendance of 
two company, troop or battery officers per 
regiment per year. It was indicated the at- 
tendance at these respective Service schools 
would forra the best inducement that could 
possibly be offered for increasing the effi- 
ciency of the Guard. 

While there has been no particular pol- 
icy regarding the number of company, 
troop or battery officers to attend the 
schools, there has only been sufficient funds 
to send approximately one officer per regi- 
ment per year. This obviously would re- 
quire tco iong a period of time to place 
graduates of the Service Schools in each of 
the units of the regiment. It was thought 
advisable to increase the number indicated 
in the resolution passed on this subject, 
but it was realized that the attendance of 
two officers per regiment per year would 
probably cause an increase in appropria- 
tions fer this purpose of about $100,900. 

The convention also took action that 
would provide for the improvement of the 
ration of the enlisted personnel of the Na- 
tional Guard. This has, for a number of 
years, been fixed at 50 cents per day per 
man, and while the Guard was gratified by 
the ration increase for the Army, it is, 
nevertheless, true that under the conditions 
that exist. the daily ration alowance for the 
National Guard would have to be increased 
at least 10 cents per day to be commensu- 
rate with that of the Regular Army. Atten- 
tion was called to the fact at the conven- 
tion that the C.-M. T. C. allowance is 70 
cents, of which it is understood about 7 
; used in overhead, so that the actual 
allowance is about 63 cents. At one Na- 
tional Guard Camp this past year specifi- 
cations were prepared upon the basis of the 
authorized Army ration and bids received 
indicated this would have cost for the 15- 
day period an average of 62 cents per day. 
Conditions vary throughout the country, 
but the National Guard believes the War 
Department should institute a proper study 
that would bring about a daily ration a 
lowance that would be comparable with the 
other elements of the Army. 

The convention also strongly favored Na- 
tional Rifie Matches every year, and voted 
down an amendment that would have per- 
mitted States to have the option of attend- 
ing either the National Matches or State 
competitior Criticism was made at the 
convention by representative National 
Guardsmen of the action of G-3 of the War 
Department in advising the Secretary of 
War that these National Matches should be 
held only every other year. This, it was 
stated, has made it increasingly difficult to 
convince Cengress of the wisdom of hold- 
ing these matches annually. The National 
Guard, however, took such action as will 
bring about thorough cooperation with the 
National Rifle Association in making effec- 
tive the annual rifle matches. 

The study presented at the convention 
upon the change in status of the National 
Guard, based upon the report of the com- 
mittee headed by Brig. Gen. McPherren, will 
he widely discussed throughout the Na- 
tional Guard during the coming year, as it 
was provided that copies of this report, to-- 
gether 1 the suggested amendments to 
onal Defense Act, would be sent to 
each Adjutant General, who, it is expected, 
will convene his most able law officers who 
are members of the Guard for this purpose. 
The convention provided that a committee 
representative of each Corps Area will be 
named by the President of the National 
Guard Association, which committee will co- 
ordinate all the mass observations and 
studies that would be made in al Ithe 
States on this important subject. The opin- 
jon was generally expressed at the conven- 
tion that this new idea of a National Guard 
of the United States, superimposed upon the 
National Guard of the States, if held con- 
Stitutional and legal, would enable the Na- 
tional Guard to be relieved of the method 
of draft now provided in the National De- 
fense Act for its use in Federal service in 
a major e lergency, 
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Enlisted Legislation Planned 


yHat bills will be introduced and 
passed during the coming session of 
Congress which will be of vital interest 
to the enlisted personnel of the Army 
is indicated by studies which are now 
being made, according to reliable infor- 
mation, at the War Department. 

The office of G-1, War Department 
General Staff, is now understood to be 
working upon a study looking to the 
solving of the problem involving the so- 
called “25-year retirement” for enlisted 
men of the Regular Army. Whether or 
not the final report of G-1 will specify 
“25 years,” or more or less, is of course 
undecided at the present writing. 

There are indications that a recom- 
mendation for the formation of a Regu- 
lar Army Reserve, similar to the Fleet 
Reserve of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
may be made; this recommendation 
probably to be incorporated in any re- 
draft of the provisions of the National 
Defense Act which is now under study 
also. It is known that several members 
of Congress propose to introduce bills 
intended to accomplish this, even should 


the War Department fail to recom- 
mend it. 

Another important subject, directly 
affecting enlisted personnel and their 


families, is the possible revision of the 
pension laws into a uniform statute 
based on the rates now allowed to World 
War veterans and their beneficiaries. 


According to the War Department, the 
laws now governing the allowance of 
pensions to enlisted men and their fam- 
ilies are considered the most unsatisfac- 
tory, from almost every point of view, 
that are contained in our statutes. 
Studies are now being made in order to 
formulate remedial legislation for sub- 
mittal to Congress at the request of the 
military committees and other members 
of Congress. 

Particularly, the rate for, “total in- 
capacity to perform manual labor” and 
its modifications are considered most un- 
just as they now stand. The rate is 
considered inadequate for all cases, and 
especially for those suffering from tu- 
berculosis, who require better food and 
more medical attention. 

For this disability (total) the rate of 
$30 per month was established by the 
Act of March 3, 1883, and no increase 
has been granted since that date, al- 
though rates for the loss of one hand 
or one foot have been successively in- 
creased from $24 to $80 and for loss of 
sight from $72 to $125. These increases 
are typical of others for specific perma- 
nent disabilities. A pecularity of the 
rate for “total disability” is that there 
is no graduated scale between $30 and 
the second rate, which is $24, or the 
third rate, which is $17, although there 
is a graduated scale between the $17 
and $6, the minimum rate. 

There has been no increase in the 
widow’s pension, which is $12 per month, 
with $2 additional for each child under 
16 years of age, since the Act of March 
19, 1886, more than forty years ago. 

The necessity and justice of an in- 
crease in rates of pensions to enlisted 
men of the Regular Army and _ their 
widows clearly appears when it is con- 
sidered that the rate for World War 
veterans’ widows are as follows: For 
the widow with no children, $30 per 
month; widow with one child, $40 per 
month, with $6 for each additional child; 
for a man who leaves no widow but one 
child, $20; two children, $30; three chil- 
dren, $40, with $5 for each additional 
child over and above three. There is also 
an allowance for World War veterans’ 
dependent parents of $20 for one parent 
and $30 for two. The Regular Army 
man, unless he happens to be a World 
War veteran, is still allowed only the 
old $12 rate for his widow. ’ 

It appears from the War Depart- 
ment study that Congress has set a 
special rate for various was, as evi- 
denced by the difference between those 
for the Revolutionary War, Mexican War, 
Indian Wars, Civil War, Spanish-Ameri- 
ean War and World War. 

The War Department study is being 
made with the idea of making a stand- 
ard for all, including the present enlisted 
personnel, based upon the rates granted 
veterans of the World War.

rarily occupying a desk in the office 
of his son-in-law, Comd.:. Stuart O. Greig, 
in the Bureau of Ordnance, Rear Ade 
miral Thomas P. Magruder is “marking 
time” and preparing for his coming dee 
bate with two.leading pacifists. 

Officially a truce exists. Pending the 
publication of the next of his series of 
articles in the Saturday Evening Post, 
no developments are expected before the 
opening of Congress when the admiral- 
author is expected to be called to testify 
before the committees. 

Unofficially the “controversy” _ still 
rages. Much newspaper criticism is 
being indulged in over the secretary’s 
action in detaching Admiral Magruder 
from his duties as commandant of the 
Fourth Naval District, which was an- 
nounced on Nov. 7 following a confers 
ence in which Secretary Wilbur, Rear 
Admiral Hillary P. Jones, Rear Admiral 
Magruder and Rear Admiral R. H. Leigh 
took part. 

While all comment is withheld there is 
considerable resentment felt in official 
circles over such criticism. It is 
pointed out that the admiral has given 
wide publicity to statements that the 
department considers inaccurate, mis- 
leading and harmful to the national de- 
fense; that he has been given several 
opportunities to submit recommendations 
for remedying conditions he charges ex- 
ist and declines to do so and declares he 
has no “reorganization plans.” 

Published charges that the “gag rule™ 
is being applied are denied in the depart« 
ment. In refutation of this charge at- 
tention is called to the fact that no steps 
were taken to prevent the admiral from 
going ahead with his plans for his 
“pacifist” debates, a procedure that is 
frankly frowned on by individual officers, 

There is also a probability that the 
magazine article on destroyers may pre- 
cipitate developments. It is generally 
believed that if the article is sensational 
and constitutes an attack on the admin- 
istration policy or contains offensive oF 
inaccurate statements disiplinary action 
may still result.

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HOUSING CONDITIONS SHOW HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF. , 
N VIEW of the recurrent agitation about the deplorable housing conditions in the 
Army, the Service may find some consolation in the fact that such conditions are 
not unprecedented. One of the recent books that has attracted considerable attention 
among Service students is “Wellington,” by John Fortesque, extracts from which 
could be quoted that are so applicable to present conditions that they might have 
been written by a present day critic. 

For instance, speaking of England’s neglect of her soldiers just after the success- 
ful Napoleonic wars when the Empire was branching out into an unprecedented era 
of economic expansion, the author says: 

“Now it must be confessed that the soldier was never worse treated than be- 
tween 1815 and 1840. He was abominably housed, ridiculously fed, absurdly and 
unhealthily clothed, and, to an extent that is now hardly realized, sentenced to per- 
petual exile in unhealthy climates.” ; 

“When politicians, for the sake of flaunting a small economy on the estimates, 
would thus break faith with the soldier, it was hopeless for the highly distinguished 
officers to strive to benefit him.” 

Taken in connection with Wellington’s bitter complaint that he was forced to 
take his officers out of uniform for fear of offending the politicians, these ancient 
times do not seem so far away. 


ARMY “Y” AT LEAVENWORTH RESEMBLES CLUB. 

R ESEMBLING more a large community club than the conventional meeting hall, 
nt the Army “Y” at Fort Leavenworth has become a center of social activity for 
the feminine element of the post as well as for their more stalwart “lesser halves.” 

Under the personal encouragment of Brig. Gen. E. L. King, U. S. A., the Leav- 
enworth Y. M. C. A. has a variety of “goings on” that might well be the envy of 
many a community country club. Gymnasium classes for the women and children 
of the post are conducted—and well attended, too—several times a week, while the 
indoor swimming pool has developed an enthusiastic water-polo team composed of 
the more practiced of the Army Mermaids. Besides the athletic activities a class 
in typewriting and stenography has been conducted with much success and the 
large and spacious auditorium of the building is used for the presentation of movies 
every week-day night, with a Friday matinee for the children. Sunday evenings the 
Post Chaplain conducts a service which is usually well attended. 








TROOPS OF SECOND CAVALRY HELD MODEL SOLDIERS. 
TROOP A, SECOND CAVALRY, and the Second Cavalry Band recently paid a 
week’s visit to the town of El Dorado, Kansas, in order to participate in the Kafir 
Korn Karnival which enabled the citizens of the community to get thier first “close 
up” of a Regular Army outfit. The following extracts from an editorial which later 
appeared in The El Dorado Times are self explanatory: 

“It has been El Dorado’s privilege this week to entertain a troop of United States 
Cavalry from Fort Riley. Here is a group of fine-appearing, clean-cut, vigorous, upstand- 
ing young men. Judging by outward appearances—and they have a lot to do with the 
matter—there isn’t a mucker in this lot of troopers. They are strong, efficient young 
Americans who are serving their country just as faithfully and in just as high-minded 
a way in peace as well as in war. They constitute a fine advertisement for the Regular 
Army. Their conduct here this week has been above reproach. * * * The citizens of 
the Great Southwest can take and hold an enormous pride in our Army. Moreover, they 
should employ their newly-revived impressions in a way to dissipate false impression of 
the Regulars wherever such may exist.” 


SIX MONTHS’ PAY FOR KIN OF SERVICE NURSES APPROVED. 
With about 12 or 15 minor bills still awaiting favorable action of the Bureau of 
the Budget, the Army’s legislative program for the Seventieth Congress is prac- 
tically completed. 

The last of the approved legislation has been forwarded to the Military Com- 
mittees and the entire time of the War Department is now being devoted to the final 
rounding into shape of the appropriation bills for the fiscal year 1929. 

Resubmittal to Congress of S-3514, which authorized the payment of six months’ 
pay to the beneficiaries of deceased Army and Navy Nurses, was the last piece of 
legislative material which has been sent to “Thé Hill.” This bill passed the Senate 
during the last session of Congress, but did not get to a vote in the House. Army 
and Navy Nurses are now the only Military personnel who do not receive such pay- 
ments. 





NEW POLICY ON RETIRED NAVY OFFICERS IN EFFECT. 
JURING the past few months a new policy with reference to the retention of 
retired naval officers on active duty has been put into effect by the Bureau of 
Navigation. : 

When Rear Admiral Leigh assumed the duties of chief of the Bureau there 
were 26 retired officers on active status. To date 10 of these have been relieved 
from active duty and four are under orders effective on January 1. 

The remaining 10 will be continued on active duty for the present at least. 
They include two Rear Admirals and under the law their retention on active duty 
entails no additional cost to the Government and both are engaged on important 
work. Rear Admiral T. J. Cowie is running the Navy Relief Society on an efficient 
and sound business basis and Rear Admiral C. W. Dyson is rendering invaluable 
service as advisor to the Bureau of Engineering, where his attainments and experi- 
ence are proving extremely useful. 

Comdr. Richard E. Byrd continues on active status with no additional cost to 
the Government and his achievements and standing in the aeronautical world make 
any explanation regarding his case unnecessary. 

Capt. Dudley Knox, Lt. Comdr. Richard Wainright and Lt. R. S. Robinson are 
all three engaged in the preparation of a history of the Navy. Capt. Waldo Evans 
remains as governor of the Virgin Island as does Capt. L. S. Shapley in the same 
capacity in Guam. 

Capt. Roy C. Smith is rendering such excellent service as international law 
expert at the Naval War College that the president of the college has strongly 
recommended his retention. The tenth member of the list is Prof. Asaph Hall, who 
is on duty at the Naval Observatory. It has been customary in cases similar to 
his to make 74 years of age the deadline, so that Professor Hall will probably con- 
tinue his present work for two more years. 





GENERAL WINANS PRAISES CAVALRY DIVISION SURGEON. 
M4. GEN. EDWIN B. WINANS, U. S. A., recently ordered from the 1st Cavalry 
Division in Texas for duty as Superintendent of the Military Academy, has sent 
a highly complimentary letter to Maj. Charles E. MacDonald, Med. Corps, U. S. A., 
the Division Surgeon, at Camp Marfa, Tex., for the excellent work performed dur- 
ing the maneuvers concluded recently. The letter says in part: 

“The sick and injured received thorough professional attention and every reasonable 
comfort was furnished. No deaths occurred. No complaints were made, This was pare 
ticularly creditable. * * * thereby indicating proper training and initiative in planning 
on your part, also the highly commendable spirit. of loyal cooperation evidenced by you 
and your assistants ensured the prompt and effective care of the increased hospitaliza- 
tion load of the whole Division. 

“The highly efficient and satisfactory manner in which you and your assistants per- 
formed their duties contributed materially to the successful field operations of this 
Division in the Marfa Area,” 


ADMIRAL ZIEGEMEIER ASSUMES GREAT LAKES COMMAND. 
SIMPLE but impressive ceremony at the Great Lakes Naval Training Station 
marked the installation of Rear Admiral Henry J. Ziegemeier, United States 
Navy, as Commandant of that institution and of the Ninth Naval District on Nov. 10. 


The designation of an officer of flag rank to be stationed at Great Lakes is inter- 
preted by officials in close touch with Naval developments as an evidence that the 
Navy Depaftment appreciates the growing importance of the Ninth Naval District, 
which includes 13 States in the Midwest, and also of the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station, which has been the means of attracting thousands of desirable recruits into 
the Naval Service, and of bringing the Navy itself into closer touch with the people 
of the interior of the country, who otherwise would have but little opportunity, by 
actual contacts, to learn about the useful and valuable functions it performs in peace 
as well as in war. 

Those who know Admiral Ziegemeier best regard his selection as a singularly 
appropriate and happy one. A genial and kindly man, sympathetic and considerate, 
he is also an able and forceful administrator, and an accomplished officer of ripe ex- 
perience and judgment, whose past career has been one of noteworthy achievements 
and steady advancement to the highest permanent rank the Navy confers. His assign- 
ment to Great Lakes has met with general approval. 


INTERESTING NAVY COMMAND CHANGES SLATED. 
APTAIN ALFRED W. JOHNSON, U. S. N., who has been in command of the 
cruiser Richmond on the Asiatic Station, is slated to arrive in Washington about 
December 1 and will assume immediately his new duties as Director of Naval Intel- 
ligence. In the meantime Captain David McD. LeBreton is acting director, having 
served in that capacity for several weeks since the departure of Capt. Arthur J. 
Hepburn to be chief of staff for the commander Battleship Divisions, Battle Fleet. 
Two other interesting command changes are slated. Capt. M. H. Simons is to be 
the assistant commandant of the Twelfth Naval District and will be relieved of com- 
mand of the U. S. S. Medusa by Capt. B. L. Canaga who has been the executive officer 
of the San Diego Naval Air Station.

SSIGNMENT of Lt. Comdr. Walter A. Edwards as Executive Officer of the May-" 

flower, following his service on the Asiatic station in command of the U. S. S. 
Billingsley, is of particular interest in the Capital, where the Commander has been 
on duty before. He is the holder of the Congressional Medal of Honor given him 
in recognition of his heroism in rescuing 482 men, women and children from the 
French Military transport Vinh-Long destroyed by fire in the Sea of Marmora in 1922, 
In command of the destroyer Bainbridge he placed his ship alongside the burning 
transport and in spite of violent explosions aboard the doomed vessel remained 
alongside until all alive were taken aboard.

Admiral Henry A. Wiley, U. S. N., 
on November 8, assumed command of 
the United States Fleet and hoisted his 
flag on board the battleship U.S.S.

Its primary business is to defend the country 
But its strength and its equipment are on 
hand at all times to relieve distress. With broad understanding it discharges the 
duties of peace in the interest of the people to whom it belongs. 


The Army has manifold duties. 
from enemies, foreign and domestic. 


GENERAL JOHN J. PERSHING returned from France last Monday. He was 

received at the Leviathan’s dock by Major General J. H. McRae and his aides, 
and the band of the 16th Infantry added to the welcome by its well rendered music. 
The people, as well as the Army, will be glad to know the General is in fine condition 
physically. Strong and healthy, he did constant traveling in France, visiting the 
cemeteries where the American dead are buried and, after paying tribute to the 
gallant souls who gave their lives for their country, arranging for the location of the 
battle monuments which he has planned with such artistic care. 


The value of the visits which General Pershing makes to Europe cannot be 
overestimated. He is a constant reminder to the French of the tremendous help 
this country supplied at a time when they and their Allies were beaten to their knees. 
Moreover, the General is so tactful, so understanding, that the people “over there” 
look upon him as one of their own great soldiers and hold him in the same niche of 
admiration they do Marshal Foch. In leading the Legion to France the General 
performed a service which is highly regarded both by Paris and Washington, for 
that pilgrimage afforded an opportunity to express anew the friendship between the 
two peoples, and the manner in which General Pershing utilized it has won for him 
new encomiums from the French and American authorities. There were fears of 
embarrassment resulting from the visit. It was expected that resolutions of a politi- 
“al character would be proposed for consideration by the convention. But nothing of 
the kind happened. The Legion went and returned, and today. both Nations are 
thankful for the highly satisfactory results which have flowed and will continue to 
flow from the manner in which it discharged its important mission. 


TOT ONLY HAS the President abandoned his suggestion to transfer the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs from the War Department to the Interior Department, but he is 
looking favorably upon the proposal to assign an officer of the Regular Establish- 
ment to the position of Governor General of the Philippine Isiands. On the list he has 
under consideration are the names of Major General Frank McIntyre, Major General 
J. A. Hull, Judge Advocate General, and Brigadier Genera! Frank R. McCoy, now 
supervising the elections in Nicaraugua. Pressure is being applied to the President 
to induce him to appoint a civilian, but he is faced by the knowledge that there is 
none of sufficient capacity, outside of a man like ex-Senator Wadsworth, or former 
Governor General Cameron Forbes, who knows conditions in the Far East, and espe- 
cially those in the islands. The situation necessarily demands special handling, and 
for this reason the officers mentioned are looked upon as offering splendid material 
for the President’s choice. 


[HE 20-YEAR PROGRAM of new construction and replacement for the Navy and 

the United States Shipping Board is receiving greater and greater consideration 
in official and congressional circles. The proposal, first presented by the Army and 
Navy Journal, is recognized as sound basically and as offering real possibilities in 
the matter of economy. The fact that the President will recommend additional 
cruisers, submarines and aircraft carriers is known, and it is equally well known 
that Congress will be disposed to authorize more of these ships than he will advo- 
cate. The Shipping Board is making every effort to induce the President and Con- 
gress to provide it with additional liners and cargo carriers. Both the Fleet and the 
Merchant Marine, in order to supply the greatest value to the country, must be sup- 
plied with new craft every year, not only to replace those which are due for the 
scrap heap, but in the case of the former to enable it to arrive at the parity estab- 
lished by the Washington treaties, and in that of the latter to take care of the steadily 
growing business it is obtaining. The Navy and the Shipping Board are able to 
estimate their needs for a period of 20 years, and the certainty of construction 
would enable the adoption of policies valuable from the point of view of efficiency and 
Pconomy. 

We hope this wise procedure will be adopted.

Aeronautical Notes 
NEW class, composed of 85 enlisted 
men, for flight training will be con- 
vened at the Pensacola Naval Air Sta- 
tion, on January 1, 1928. 

While naval regulations allow a total 
of 230 enlisted ratings as aviation pilot 
and aviation pilot, 1st class, there are 
now only 90 men in the Navy who have 
qualified as aviation pilots. 

A board of U. S. Army Officers met at 
Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, recently to 
study the performance of available fly- 
ing field floodlights. Through the cour- 
tesy of the Army Air Corps the Bureau 
of Standards sent a representative to ob- 
serve operation of the various lights 
from the air and to participate in the 
conferences. The Board is continuing 
its study with the vxpectation that fur- 
ther conferences will be held after night- 
flying tests of the different designs have 
been completed. 





In addition to photographs made for 
purely military training purposes, dur- 
poses, during the fiscal year 1927, the 
Air Corps photographed for mapping and 
mosaic purposes a total area of about 
48,000 square miles in various parts of 
the United States. The major portion 
of this work was divided among Govern- 
ment departments as follows: 

War Department, 3,200 square miles; 
Engineer’s Boar Rivers and Harbors, 
25,000 square mil Geological Survey, 
16,600 square miles vast and Geodetic 
Survey, 2,200 square miles; International 
Boundary Commission, 1,000 square 
miles.

The Navy has awarded a contract to 
the Pratt & Whitney Aircraft Company, 
Hartford, Conn., for 346 ‘“‘Wasp” nine- 
cylinder 440-horsepower air-cooled en- 
gines, at a total cost of $3,147,323.31. 
These engines will be used in the planes 
now under construction, and the planes 
which will be ordered to complete the 
aviation building program for the year. 
These engines will be used also to re- 
place the engines in planes now in use. 
The “Wasp” engine is used in observa- 
tion planes (O2U), Boeing fighters 
(F3B), and the Curtiss shipboard fight- 
ers (F7C).

VALERY HAVARD, U. S. A,, 
“ yetired, died Nov. 6, 1927, on board the 
Steamer Colombo, en route for France. 
His widow, Mrs. Agnes H. Havard, was 
with him when he died. His home was 
in Fairfield, Conn. He was born in 
France Feb. 18, 1846, and was appointed

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Pershing Reviews War in Speech 
(Continued from First Page.) 

over the Austrians. The year closed 

with the opposing forces in the east con- 

fronting each other on a line 900 miles 

long, about the distance from Cleveland 


to New Orleans. 

“At the beginning of 1915, the Allies re- 
garded the situation as favorable, especially 
us to superiority of numbers, and accord- 
ingly undertock to break through on the 
Western Front. They had not yet grasped 
th: necessity of Heavy Artillery, nor 
foreseen the German development of their 
defensive system of successive lines of 
trenches. Attacks by the French and 
British near Ypres, and by the French along 
in the Saint Mihiel sector, cost the Allies 
serious losses but produced no tangible 
effect, except to show up their own deficien- 
cies. Similar results followed a combined 
Allied offensive on the Western Front later 
in the year with still greater casualties. 

Meanwhile the campaign to force the 
Dardenelles against the Turks brought 
heavy British losses and ended in failure. 
An Anglo-Indian expedition from India 
against Bagdad begun at the same time met 
with disaster. In May, Italy declared war 
against Austro-Hungary, but for some time 
this did not affect the military situation. 

Russians Driven From Prussia. 

In the east the Russians resumed the 
offensive, but after heavy losses were finally 
driven from East Prussia for good and all. 
Further south the Russians captured 100,- 
000 Austrian prisoners, but the Austro- 
Germans, supported by enormous masses of 
Artillery, defeated them in the most dis- 
astrous campaign in history, and drove them 
out of Poland and western Galicia, with 
losses, including prisoners, of 750,000 men, 
a number greater than the total Allied 
forces at the Battle of the Marne. These 
Austro-German successes brought Bulgaria 
in on their side, and the combination com- 
pletely overwhelmed Serbia. In the Cau- 
casian Mountains, a Russian army made 
some progress against the Turks. 

_ The Allies fully established their super- 
jority on the sea, although the destruction 
by German submarines of Allied shipping, 
including the Lusitania, clearly indicated 
future danger. 

Allied Offensive Started. 

The Central Powers thus entered the year 
1916 with a series of important victories 
to their credit and with their land communi- 
cations opened up through the Balkans to 
Asia Minor and further east. Concluding 
that the Allies would not be abie effectively 
to deliver an offensive, the Austrians at- 
tacked the Italians, and the Germans made 
a new attempt to carry out the plan of 
1914 through the reduction of Verdun. The 
world knows the story of the heroism on 
both sides in that struggle where losses 
were far beyond the military value of the 
position. Early in July, the British and 
French began an offensive on the Somme 
that lasted several months, with casualties 
which, for the British, were enormous, but 
it eased the pressure on Verdun by the 
Germans who sccn abandoned that under- 
taking, 

About the middle of the year 1916 a new 
Russian army appeared and almost an- 
nihilated the oppesing Austrians, who lost 
over 200,000 men. Both Austrian and Ger- 
man forces from the west were hurriedly 
sent to the rescue, and the Italians were 
thus enabled to win their first victory by 
the capture of Gorizia. The apparent suc- 
cess of the Russian offensive had brought 
Koumania into the war on the Allied side, 
only to be completely crushed by the 
Austro-German armies. The Russian ad- 
vance having been checked, the end of the 
year found her armies no longer a factor 
in the war. The entry of Greece under the 
provisional government on the side of the 
Allies came late in the year, but it gave 
them no military advantage. The year saw 
the Battle of Jutiand and the resumption of 
restricted submarine activities, but neither 
materially affected the military situation. 

Allies Relied On Russia. 

At the opening of 1917 the Allies had 
not yet realized the fatal weakening of 
Russia and still expected great things of 
her armies. The British, in the face of 
their tremendous casualties, still believed 
they had established a military superiority 


over the Germans on their front. The 
French, in exultation over their success- 
ful defense of Verdun demanded a new 


offensive. The Germans had also suffered 
severe losses and the blockade was causing 
some distress. While still capable of a 
great offensive they did not then feel war- 
ranted in neglecting any front for the neces- 


sary concentration on another. So they 
sought the victory at sea through unre- 
stricted submarine warfare, and resulting 


losses in Allied tonnage became enormous. 
Hy the end of six months the situation be- 
came very grave, but in the meantime we 
had entered the war and thanks to the aid of 
our navies it improved from that time on 

In March the British sent an adequate 
force into Mesopotamia and by the capture 
of Bagdad restored their prestige in the 
east. At this time the Russian revolution 
broke out, the Czar abdicated, and although 
henceforth Russia was paralyzed, the 
shadow of her former strength still in- 
fluenced the course of the war. 

Allies Depressed By Reverses. 
Following the plans agreed upon, the 


British began an offensive near Arras which ° 


they carried on with great persistence for 
several months, but it proved very costly 
and finally dwindled down to a battle of 
attrition—a contest without result. The 
French on their part attempted to break 
the German lines between Soissons and 
Rheims, but gave it up in the face of losses 
of more than 100,000 men. These unfavor- 


able conditions had produced the deepest 
depression and pessimism among the Allies 
when the United States entered the war. 
The situation from the military point of 
view is shown by the conclusion reached 








at a meeting of military commanders-in- 
chief and chiefs of the General Staffs on 
July 26, which was that by adopting a 
defensive attitude on all secondary fronts 
and withdrawing surplus troops to the 
Western Front the Allies could hold on 
until the Americans should arrive in suffici- 
ent numbers to gain the ascendancy. 

While the Italian success against the 
Austrians at the beginning of the year 
was to an extent encouraging, the Russian 
armies had so disintegrated by fall that 
the Austrians were able to bring large re- 
inforcements from the east in one of the 
great concentrations of the war. In Octo- 
ber they successfully attacked and drove 
back the Italians who lost every inch of 
their conquests and 250,000 prisoners and 
2,000 guns besides. 

We may pass hastily over our year of 
preparation. Intense, earnest, determined, 
you are familiar with its details, but we 
recall it with flaming pride in the patriot- 
ism displayed by all our people, no matter 
what their blood or their ancestry. The 
apprehension during the early months of 
1918 can never be forgotten. The German 
armies having been reinforced from the 
eastern front where the total collapse of 
Russia had removed all danger assembled 
in masses for the final onslaught. They 
delivered successive blows first against the 
British and then against the French and 
drove the Allies with fearful losses almost 
to the old lines of 1914. The Allied appeal 
for immediate help in the great crises was 
answered by America with unparalleled 
swiftness. It was my privilege to place 
immediately all available American forces 
at the disposal of the Allies. As the un- 
checked enemy approached Paris a fresh 
American force was thrown across their 
triumphant march and the might of Amer- 
ica made itself felt for the first time at 
Chateau Thierry. 

As our numbers were increasing at the 
rate of 250,000 to 300,000 per month, due 
to the splendid assistance of British ship- 
ping, the Allies were seen in the ascend- 
ancy, and on July 18 the striking power 
of American units made it possible to 
seize the initiative. In September an in- 
dependent American Army cleared the St. 
Mihiel salient, and 10 days later in con- 
junction with a general offensive our 
greatest battle was begun between the 
Meuse River and the Argonne Forest. 
Overcoming the most stubborn resistance 
and after six weeks of very severe fight- 
ing and heavy casualties ‘amounting to 
some 125,000, our victorious army cut the 
enemy’s line at the vital point and the 
Armistice followed. It is of interest to 
recall that this great offensive made the 
armistice effective months before the Allies 
believed it possible. 

Caused Universal Rejoicing. 

No single event in history ever brought 

to mankind such universal rejoicing as did 





this Armistice. As you will recall the 
excess of delight and relief knew no 
bounds. The titanic struggle was over and 


the pendulum had swung from utter dis- 
tress and depression toward exhuberant 
joy and gladness. It was as though the 
world had been miraculously saved on the 
brink of some great abyss. The embers of 
well nigh vanquished hope suddenly burst 
into flame until the very souls of men 
were ablaze with happiness. It was all 
so overpowering and so impressive that 
no words can describe it. Almost as if by 
magic it had brought something for which 
the world was longing but hardly dared 
expect, something defined in the one word 
peace. 
Legion Visit Strengthened Bonds. 

A few weeks ago an army of veterans 
again to revisit France 
and the scenes of their former great 
achievements. They went with a warmth 
of good will and friendliness in their hearts 
to meet again the comrades beside whom 
they had fought, and to greet the kindly 
people among whom they had lived. They 
found there these sentiments expressed in 
a thousand ways. The welcome accorded 
them was cordial in the extreme. At the 
ports where they landed the whole people 
turned out to cheer them as they passed 
through the streets. Paris oflicials of 


crossed the seas 






every rank and people of every class 
caught the spirit of the reunion as our 
veterans again marched under the Are 


de Triomphe and down the Champs 
Elysees. Cries of “Vive Amerique” from 
the trembling voices of the crowds of peo- 


ple found their echo in hearts” that 
answered “Vive la France.” Comradeship, 
fraternity, friendship were in the very 


air. Every gathering, great and small, 
overflowed with sincere feelings of mutual 
affection. The veterans of France and 
America dined and danced together and 
sang the old familiar songs of other days. 
Many a fortunate witness of these touch- 
ing scenes turned away deeply affected, 
the better man for his experience. 

Thus through the comradeship of vet- 
erans their peoples were brought closer 
together in mutual confidence and common 
understanding. In very trust the journey 
of the Legion was a pilgrimage of peace, 
the like of which has never been before. 
The spirit that prompted this reunion 
found its origin back in Armistice days. 

Favors International Friendship. 

There is no reason why the sentiments 
which govern the relations between Amer- 
ica and France should not extend to all 
peoples. International friendship is a 
plant that must be carefully cultivated 
and fostered. With the fine example of 
the results of this Legion pilgrimage of 
peace before us there is every reason why 
the thousands of Americans who go abroad 
every year should become messengers to 
carry forth among all peoples the spirit 
of good will and friendship which alone 
must form the basis of permanent peace. 

We know that an intense longing for 
permanent peace fills the hearts of mil- 








lions who seek its formula. The thought 
that war could come again as it did 13 
years ago like some bolt from the sky, 
without a chance for deliberate discussion, 
without an effort to make some other solu- 
tion, shocks the sensibilities of mankind. 
But conventions, agreements or treaties 
count for little without mutual confidence 
and common understanding. On such a 
basis we should be assured of the settie- 
ment of differences by discussion or 
through the operation of a principle for 
which we have always stood—arbitration. 
We shall then approach the ideal so sim- 
ply expressed by «the Great Redeemer— 
“On earth peace, good will toward men.”

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FINANCIAL DIGEST 
By A Market Expert. 
[NTERESTING developments are ex- 
pected in the world’s sugar situation 
in the next few months, declares the 
Fortnightly Review of E. A. Pierce and 
Company. It summarizes the conditions 
existing and the prospects as follows: 

The sharp decline in Cuban exports has 
resulted in an accumulation in Cuba of 
about 200,000 tons of excess stocks as com- 
pared with last year. There is an addi- 
tional excess of at least 50,000 tons in 
United States stocks, afloats, and old crop 
free duties. The prospective increase in 
the United States beet crop, and the reali- 
vation that the large premium on Decem- 
ber and January sugar over the world’s 
basis may not be maintained, has resulted 
in unusually keen competition by beet 
sugar interests, who are apparently deter- 
mined to sell their crop on the present 
favorable basis. Beet sugar has invaded 
Fastern territory to an extent which 
promises seriously to « urtail operations of 
Atlantic port refiners. Should the present 
artificial price on Cubas be maintained it 
may be well that our requirements from 
Cuba till January 15 will be much smaller 
than the average of about 540,000 tons for 
the years 1925 and 1926. Stocks on the 
island now total about 840,000 tons. Even 
after allowing for 150,000 tons of Cubas 
still to be shipped to the United Kingdom 
there remains an indicated carryover of 
at least 150,000 tons on January 15.

Surveying the world’s sugar situation 
as a whole, we look for seme interesting 
developments in the next few months. The 
disposal of Java’s crop, the competition 
ef beet sugars on the continent, the ulti- 
mate clash of excess Cuban sugars dumped 
on foreign markets with other competitive 
sugars generally destined for those mar- 
kets may shortly furnish a solution to th: 
problems of crop restriction as attempted 
by Cuba. 


TO REPAIR CARGO SHIPS. 

The Shipping Board on Nov. 9 author- 
ized the overhauling and repairing of 
four cargo ships and some additional re- 
pair work to the S. S. “Republic” of the 
United States Lines. 

The four cargo vessels have been per- 
forming satisfactory service and shown 
themselves to be among the most de- 
sirable types, due to their economy in 
operation. The aggregate cost of recon- 
ditioning these ships is estimated at 
$104,925. The additional repair work to 
the S. S. “Republic,” which will be per- 
formed at a cost of about $20,000, in- 
cludes general maintenance cost of the 
deck, engine and steward’s departments.

larger means. And the civilian has no 
chance of leaving in 1.ine months. The 
time is the big factor in considering 
apartments, If it were a matter of years 
the house would be the solution. One 
cannot spread out in ar apartment. But 
one does not need to in sucha short time 

as nine months. 

“As to the gardens. True enough, a 
house on the average Army post does 
have a garden, but it is about as private 
as the middle of the street. I cannot re- 
call a fence around the garden with the 
exception of a few of the old wooden 
houses ut the Presidio of San Francisco. 

“Why cannot the apartment be built 
with surrounding gardens, to be lept up 
by the strikers who are doing the other 
work about the building? With all the 
ground avilable on an Army post why 
not consider a space in back or to the 
fide of each building as a playground? 
Fence it in, for Heaven’s sake! Relieve 
the mother’s fear of automobiles, in- 
crease the officer’s savings by supplying 
a safe place for his children to play, 
thereby not necessitatirg a nurse, all 
day, at least. 

“The kitchenette is really not essen- 
tial. The mess can supply all necessary 
food, but there should be some electric 
or gas arrangement for heating milk or 
water in case of infants or sickness. 

“The central mess in each building re- 
lieves the situation of going out in zero 
weather or worse, bundling up the chil- 
dren, putting on four or five pairs of 
Arctics, gloves, etc., and carrying the 
baby, or worse, leaving it home, three 
times a day, every day, to the only mess, 
from one to five blocks away. 

“A suggestion as to plan. There is 
nothing nicer or handier to my knowl- 
edge than a screened in porch. It is a 
place for the baby’s buggy, the older 
children to play, and the mother to get 
fresh air without going out for it 
dressed for the street. 

“I hope that these suggestions will 
help in the housing plans. I have lived 
at two of the schools and have seen three 
classes of students come and go from 
one of them,” 





U.S. M. A. Firing Discontinued 
TPHE SECRETARY OF WAR has ap- 

preved recommendations of the Su- 
perintendent of the United States Mili- 
tary Academy whereby it is hoped to 
obviate further necessity for closing the | 
Storm King Highway in the vicinity of 
West Point. 

The highway was constructed on the 
military reservation by the State of New 
York under a permit which stipulated in 
effect that rights were reserved to re- 
strict traffic under certain conditions. 
The highway penetrates the only part of 
the reservation over which it is practi- 
cable to conduct artillery practice and, 
as a consequence, during the summer 
season it has been the custom to re- 
strict traffic during several hours of each 
day for a number of days. Recognizing 
that with the increase in motor travel 
such restrictions caused considerable in- 
convenience to motorists, the Superin- 
tendent of the United States Military 
Academy has sought for means to hold 
artillery practice elsewhere. 


| For several years immediately after 
graduation the then senior class has 
been taken to Mitchel Field, Long Is- 
land, and Fort Wright on Fishers Is- 
land for approximately two weeks.
